Much of the New Teſtament was” 
written by his ewn Apoſtles, who 
were Eye and Ear-witnefſes of what 
he did and ſaid ; and knew that he 
aroſe from the dead ; and they 
wrought Miracles in his Name. 
Allo they well-knew that if Chrift 
was not riſen, and that if they kad 
kopes only in this Life, they of all men 
were moſt miſerable , 1 Cor. 15. 19, 
Yet they ran the hazard ot all things 
dear to fleſh and blcod in teftitving 
the Truth of what they had heard 
and ſeen, 

For St. Mark, he has written in 
ſhort what St, Matthew delivered 
more at large ; and the Ancients 
repreſent him as the Diſciple ot St. 
Peter, St. Iuke wrote ſuch things 
as were delivered (Luk.1.2,) to kim, 
by theſe who from the beginning were 
Eye-witneſſes and Miniſtcrs of the 
Word; and he was cenverlant in 
particular manner with St. Paal, 
with wh<m he travelled...

16. 2 Tim. 4.11.) To St. Paul Chriſt 
appezrcd in his way to Damaſcus 
and converted him by Miracles( A8., 
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9. 1, Sc. 1 Cor. 15,8.) and enabled 
him to do Miracles, (2 Cor.

*,, andtoſpeak and write with wond- 


erſul power, And indzed the Scri- 
ptures diſtinguiſh themſelves from 
all other books by an extraordina- 
ry Spirit diſcernible in them by 
Pious and Attentive Readers. And 
the more a man ſtudies the Scrip- 
rures,and conſiders what 15 in them, 
and how worthy of 4 Governour aud 
Saviour of the World are all the 
' Dofrines, Commands and Promiſes 

. which they contain, and prays to 
God to enlighten his Underſtand- 
ing, and to help his weak belief, 
and has a will to do God's will,(Foh. 
7.17.) and uſes the means which 
God hath put in his power ; the 
greater will be his Knowledg?>, and 
the firmer his Faith, 

After ſome ſuch manner as this a 
man comes to helieve that the Scrl- 
ptures are of Divine Authority, 

But tho' a man is never ſo firm in 
this Faith, and (redfaſtly believes 
every thing that is ſaid in the Bible 
to be true, and to come from God;. , 
yet he thinks ſome rhings more ne- , 
ceflary to be believed than others,

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in order ro God's Glory and his own 
Obedience and Salvation, and the 
Good of Mankind, He therefore- 
either ſrames to himſelf out of the 
Scriptures a Form of ſound Words, 
(2 Tim, 1,. 13.) or takes that 
Summ of Faith for his uſe which has 
long been and is ſtill confeffed by 
thoſe who call themſelves Chri®t- 
ans. Such a Form is that which 13 
commonly called the 4poſiles Creed, + 
containing the Apoſtles Dottrine, 
and compoſed, for the main, in or 
nigh their days, and continucd in 
Chriſt's Church to this time ; and 
which he explains, or ;ets explain- 
ed out of the Scriptures.

If 
any thing of this kind proves well, 
it is by chafce, and no thanks are 


due to us. All our Thoughtful- - 


neſs and Diſcretion is little enough 
to gnide us, How ftrangely then 


ſhall we err without DireGtion ?

their Swords in each others Bow- 
es, making thetr Wives Widows, 
and their Children Fatherleſs ? Tt 
wete endleſs to reckon up the ma- 
nifold miſchiefs, and dreadftil con+ 
ſequences of thoſe Extravagancies, 
of which the Committers them- 
ſelves are able to take the juſteft 
meaſures, when thoſe that pope 
upon thetm, ſhall be the firft that 
forſake them ; when the Extor- 
tioners take poſſefſion of their Pa- 
trimiorly, and Palſies , Megrims, 
Gouts, Dropſies, and: other as dan- 
grrons , bur more loathſome Di- 
eaſes tormettt their bedies.

Another end was to 
fence our Bodies from cold, and 
preſerve our Health, and a third 
to difiinguua Sexes, which 
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been obſerved by all Nations, and 
God himſelf expreſly provided for 
it among the ons: The Woman 
ſhall not wear that which pertaineth 
unto 4 Man, neither ſhall a Man put 
on 4 Woman's Garment, {cy all thas 
do ſo are abomination unto the Lord, 
Deut,22..5,Now, tor as much as all 
Kingdoms and Countreys, for the 
moſt part,have diſtin babits,and 
thoſe commonly alter every Age, 
and amongſt us almoſt every 
Year ; it is impoſſible to giye par- 
ticular Rules about them. Only 
ſure we are. that immodeft Appa- 
rel, the Attire of Harlots, a Phan- 
taſtical Dreſs, ſuperfluity of Orna- 
ment, Cloathing above our E- 
ſtates , Degree , or Calling, and 
unagreeable to our Age and Sex ;
